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School Bond Issue Sidelined 


As White Members Balk On 
Integration Policy Pledge

With the three Black mem- 
bers solidly against it, all 
hope of putting an $89.5- 
million bond issue on the 
November ballot this year, 
ouickly varished Tuesday ai 
a meeting of the Columbus 
Board of Education. 

During the heated debate, 
the Black members made it 
clear that they would not 
stand for further compromise 
on eStablishing a policy of in- 
tegration. 

The bond proposal, presen- 
ted for approval by Supt 
John Ellis, was tabled in- 
definitely by a fragmented 
board which could not come 
to any policy agreement on 
whether the city’s school 
system will support an inte- 
grated or a segregated 


education. 

For the past two weeks the 
three Black and four white 
Board members have been 
wrangling over whether the 
necessity for school build- 
ings comes before the 
necessity to vitiing and put 
into action a goa’ i> inte- 
grated education in the city. 

Black Board members have 
repeatedly stated that any 
building plan for the city’s 
school system should sup- 
port and promote integrated 
education; while white Board 
members have tried to 
separate the integration issue 
from the building proposal, 
avoiding ‘. any strong 
statement which might make 
an integrated education 
“mandatory”.

Hamlar took the position that 
“If we build a building it must 
be with equal opportunity for 
everybody.”’

CORPORATIONS REPORTED

ties, an independent law firm 
representing ECCO surveyed 
their corporate and other 
ventures. 

The firms report indicated 
that ECCO's incorporated 


Rosemond Optimistic Over 
Charter Amendment Passage 


A showdown on the pro- 
posed charter amendment to 
revamp the 58 year old 
process of electing City 
Counciimen, may come at 
Monday night's Council 
session. 

Councilman John H. Rose- 
mond, sponsor of the 
proposal, acknowledges that 
he has only four of the five 
votes necessary to put the 
issue on the November ballot. 
However, he expressed con- 
siderable confidence in its 
approval in a CALL & POST 
interview Tuesday. 

He sald “four Councilmen 
are firm" in their support of 
the measure and “two are de- 
finitely opposed to it."" He 
declined to identify either of 
the six, but said he plans to 
meet with all Council mem- 
bers before next Monday's 
session. 

Although the proposal is 
on the agenda for a -vote 
Monday night, but, Rose- 
mond said there's a good 
possibility of it being 
tabled until the following 
Wednesday because Mayor 
Tom Moody is absent from 


the city and Council 
President M.D. Portman is ac- 
ting Mayor. 


Outside of Council, Rose- 
mond sald hé finds con- 


siderable support among 
civic groups. A Hilltop civic 
group, (not the Hilltop Area 
Civic Association), Voters, 
Inc., and others have ex- 
pressed interest in the char- 
ter measure, he said. He has 
been invited to speak at a 
meeting of the Southside Or- 
ganizational group Thursday, 
he said. 

As for politically based 
groups, Rosemond expressed 
the feeling that the Demo- 
cratic Official Council (DOC) 
will support the issue. The 
recently reorganized county 
organization will also go 
along with his proposal, he 
feels. 

“Actually,” he said, ‘I can't 
find too much out-right op- 
position” to the measure. The 
main.concern evolves around 
the border question, he said. 
However, he said the border 
question will not be included 
in the charter matter to be 
voted on by Council on Mon- 
day. Council will take this 
matter (border) up in 
separate legislation, he ex- 
plained. 

Under provisions of his 
Proposal, council member- 
ship would be expanded from 
seven to 11. Six would be 
elected by districts, and five 
at large.

Housing For Rehabilitation 
Program Sought In Eastside 


The city of Columbus is 
currently seeking to obtain 
approval for it s proposed re- 
habilitation program which 
would make financial assis- 
tance available to home- 
owners bounded by Mt. Ver- 
non Ave. on the north, Ohio 
Ave. on the east, Long St. on 
the south and Hamilton Ave. 
on the west. 

However, one of the re- 
quirements of the Federat 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Department (HUD) is 
that a certain number of 
homes be visited for a pre- 
liminary survey to determine 
the feasibility of rehabilita- 
tion. This is a sample survey 
and does not involve any 
{commitment on the part of 


s q- - 


either the City or the property 
owner, but is simply to show 
HUD that there are many 
dwellings in the area which 
could be rehabilitated as 
sound housing units. 

Dena Cohen, Mt. Vernon 
South Project Coordinator for 
the City, said that about 25 
additional houses are needed 
for the survey. She urged 
property owerns to offer their 
help so that plans can pro- 
ceed in making available to 
homeowners out-right grants 
of up to $3500 or low interest 
loans for home improve- 
ments. 

Homeowners willing to 
help expedite planning for 
the project should contact 
Miss Liz Boyd at 4614-6525.

The firm. also concluded 
that each corporation men- 
tloned above is a separate 
corporation. The owners of 
each corporation are the 
shareholders, except for the 
non-profit corporation ECCO 
Manor, Inc. That corporation 
is owned by its members. 

The firm concluded it’s cor- 
porate analysis by saying that 
since each corporation is 
separate, it is responsible for 
its debts. Any assets re- 
maining, except for ECCO 
Manor, Inc., would eventually 
be turned over to the owner. 
ECCO Manor, Inc., as a non- 
profit corporation would have 
to transfer its assets to 
another non-profit corpora- 
tion with a similar purpose. 

The firm listed ECCO's un- 
incorporated ventures as the 
Day Care, Rehabilitation, 
«Neighborhood Center, Fund 
Raising, Dairy Bar and Food 
Shoppe, and the Active 
Homes Venture which has or- 
dered five prefabricated 
homes, with/ one already 


shipped to Columbus, and. 


the remaining four already 
built and being retained until 
ECCO Community Builders, 
Inc. locates properties at 
which to install the homes. 

The firm concluded that 
with the exception of the 
Dairy Bar and Food Shoppe 
operations, it appears that 
the other unincorporated 
ventures are owned outright 
by ECCO which would have 
all assets and be responsible 
for all liabilities. EDC would 
be liable for the Dairy Bar 
and Food Shoppe operations 
and any remaining assets, af- 
ter payment of debts, go to 
EDC, which would mean ulti- 
mately to ECCO, if EDC were 
dissolved. _ 

The firm concluded its in- 
vestigation by reporting that 
ECCO itself holds no title to 
properties. Rather ECCO De- 
velopment Corporation holds 
titles to six different proper- 
ties. And that ECCO Manor 
received from ECCO De- 
velopment Corporation the 
tite to 1001 Rich St. All pro- 
perties are subject to mort- 
gage. 

For the past two years 
ECCO has been operating 
under a $900,000 grant from 
the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, but as of June 30 
that grant will been termi- 
nated, just allowing enough 
funds for a July 1 to Decem- 
ber phase out of operations. 

Hannah Dillard, president 
of the ECCO Executive 
Council, makes it clear that 
ECCO does not plan to let 
the phase out of funds from 
the OEO end their opera- 
tions. : 

The cause of the current 
problem, as was brought out 
in a special general assembly 
last Saturday, seems to lie 
with the past administration. 
James Burton, acting presi- 
dent of the Development Cor- 
poration, reported that the

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School Board Group Opposes - 


Busing For Desegregattca ~~ | 


Three members of the 
Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion attended a conference 
on busing for integrated edu- 
cation of the Big Cities Coun- 
cil of the National School 
Boards Association from 
Sunday to Tuesday of last 
week in Washington, D.C. 
This Council represents 51 
major city school boards in 
the United States having ur- 
ban problems. Those atten- 
ding were Paul Langdon, 
Virginia Prentice and Marilyn’ 
Redden. 

The Conference came to 
the conclusion that busing 
for desegregation by ratio 
numbers is not only impracti- 
cal but also does not guaran- 
tee meeting the objective of 
quality education. The big 
cities recognized that’ the 
general public does not favor 
this kind of desegregation. 

The Big Cities Council did 
recognize the need to 
develop alternative methods 


to desegregation which pro- 
vide for better educational 
programs that will lend them- 
selves to a good education 
with integration as a side 
benefit. 

The representatives went 
on record as_ believing 
various integrated experien- 
ces are necessary in our inte- 
grated society. Many different 
avenues~were explored on 
how programs may be de- 
veloped to provide such ex- 
periences. Much hope ‘was 
generated at the conference 
that some new approaches 
can be taken that will meet 
public acceptance. 

The conference closed 
with a strong statement draf- 
ted which stated that al- 
though’ public education can 
help solve the sociological 
ills of society, it cannot do it 
alone and called upon other 
public and private agencies 
to assume their responsibili- 
ties in solving t prob- 


lems. a 
’ In contrast to the Big Cities 
Council decision to oppose 
busing as a path toward 
quality integrated education, 
the U.S. Congressional Black 
Caucus -issued a statement 
recently con gthe' anti- 
busing clause in thé confer- 
ence report on the Omnibus 
Education Bill. “In the past 
the Caucus has firmly stated 
its belief that the busing of 
school children is sometimes 
a necessary tool which, in- 
part accomplishes our aims 
of providing quality educa- 
tion for Black children and 
abolishing inferior school 
programs for the poor and 
the Black,” the Caucus said, 
The Caucus -vowed-to op- 
pose the Report when it 
reaches the House floor for a 
vote. “The inclusion of the 
moratorium on busing essen- 
tlally fegitimatizes inferior, 
schools for the Black jnd the 
poor,” the Caucus said.

It shall be the 
goal of the Columbus Public 
Schools to make available 
integrated educational ex- 
periences for all students; 
therefore, the Board of 
Education and administration 
shall reflect that goal in the 
enactment of policy and in 
administrative action." 

Board members Moyer, 
Langdon, Prentice and Red- 
den rejected the statement in 
a 4 to 3 vote. 5 

Dr. Hamlar attempted to 
get the board to re-word the 
statement to say, “It shall be 
the goal of the Columbus 
Public Schools to provide 
integrated educational ex- 
periences for all students..." 
The Board rejected this 
amendment, with Prentice 
saying to use the word 
provide" instead of ‘‘to 
make available'’ would 
semantically imply ‘‘manda- 
tory” integration. She added 
that integrated education 
should be voluntary. 

Board member Castleman 
retorted, ‘Education itself is 
mandatory.”

It was 24. years ago when Satch surprised organized 
: baseball! with a superb performance to help the Cleveland 
Indians to an American League pennant and the World 
Series. a 

The Sporting News spoke out against the hiring of 
Paige by Bill Veeck when it said, “Many-well wishers of 
baseball emphatically fail to see eye to eye with the signing 
of Satchel Paige, superannuated Negro pitcher by Bill 
Veeck, publicly-minded head of the Cleveland Indians, to 
‘save the pennant for the Tribe.’ ". ; 

Paige won six games for the Indians in 1918. in his 
first start at Comiskey Park in-Chicago, Satch shut out the 
White Sox 5-0 before 51,000 fans. Several weeks later he 
repeated the same trick by defeating the White Sox 1-0 in 
Cleveland before an overflow crowd of 78,000 the largest at 
that time ever to see a night baseball game. 

Whenever Paige appears on the’scene the question 
always arises as to how good was he, or how fast could he 
throw the baseball. We noticed Saturday that Vernon (Lefty) ° 
Gomez, ex-New York Yankee hurler, rated Satch faster than

He has done _a great job of research in digging up the 
material in telling the history of black baseball players. He 
traveled across the country to talk with former black-players 
and review their scrapbooks. : 

Several players from Columbus are listed in his book. 
Most of these players were members of the Columbus Blue 
Birds in 1933. Heading this list is Bill Byrd who ‘played with 
the Columbus Travelers, Columbus Blue Birds, Columbus 
Elite Giants, Washington Elite Giants and the Baltimore Elite 
Giants. 

After the Blue Birds faded away, the Nashville Elite 
Giants moved to Columbus for a season and then headed for 
Washington, D.C. Washington wasn't kind to them and they 
moved on to Baltimore. Byrd was an established star by the 
time Roy Campanella jdined the Baltimore team. , 

..... Other Columbus players listed in Peterson's book are 
Clarence (C.B.) Griffin, Dennis Gilchrist, John Kerner, Willie

. began his die making career 

- in 1953 as apprentice sample 
maker with a box manufac- 
turer. Two years later, he 
became foreman of the die 
department, and in 1965 was 
named assistant superinten- 
dent of the plant. 


Deciding to be his ‘own. 


man,"’ he made an -interim 
arrangement in 1969 with a 
company near Pittsburgh to 
use its equipment during off 
hours. He spent his days get- 
ting orders and+his nights 
filling them. He also 
managed to obtain used 
equipment from a die 
_ customer's plant. 
“I! do not favor massive 
assistance from the govern- 
ment, and have managed to 
build up my business base 
with only two relatively small 
loans,” he said.““‘My main ob- 
jective is to capitalize on 
filling the existing gap in 
western Pennsylvania's 
manufacturing mix -- namely 
the manufacture of steel rule 
dies.” 

Cox recognizes. the sup- 
port he has received from 
several organizations and 
companies in Pittsburgh.

NEW YORK, N.Y. — The Of- 
fice of Communication of the 
United Church of Christ -has 
joined with 11 groups with 
civil rights interests in peti-

Sued By USGovt. 


Washington, O.C., = Tne 
Department of Justice filed a 
civil suit today charging an 
Atlanta-based trucking com- 
pany and two unions with 
discriminating against blacks 
in employment opportunities. 

Attorney General Richard 
G. Kleindienst said the suit 
was filed in U.S. District 
Court ih Atlanta, Georgia, 
against Terminal Transport 
Company, Inc.; the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, Warehousemen 
and Chafféeurs; and the Inter- 
national Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers: 

The suit was the ninth filed 
by the Justice Department 
against a trucking company 
to enforce the equal em- 


ployment opportunities sec- - 


tion of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, 

Terminal Transport main- 
tains terminal operations in 
10-states and employs ap- 
proximately 2,505. persons, of 
whom about 176 are black. 

The suit. said only three -of 
the company's 513 road 
drivers are black, only three 
of the 284 office and clerical 
employees are black, and 
that there are’ no blacks 
among the 276 supervisory 
employees and 55 .sales per- 
sonnel, 

The suit charged that Ter- 
minal Transport pursues 
policies and practices that 

discriminate against blacks 
and which deprive them of 
employment opportunities. 

The company assigns 
blacks to lower paying, less 


desirable jobs than similarly 
quatified-white persons and 
follows transfer and 
Promotion policies that tend 
to lock black employees into 
those jobs, the suit charged. 

In addition; the suit said 
the company's labor con- 
tracts with the Teamsters and 
Machinists prevent blacks 
from transfering ‘to higher 
paying, more desirable 
classifications, thus per- 
petuating the effects of-the 
company’s racially discrim- 
inatory practices. 

The suit also said Terminal 
Transport, which Carries U.S. 
mail, has failed to comply 
with Presidential Executive’ 
Order 11246, which prohibits 
racial discrimination by= 
government contractors. 


The suit asked for a court 
order enjoining. the company 
and unions from @ngaging in 
any racially discriminatory 
employment practice. 

The Justice Department 
‘also asKed that the company 
‘be ordered to start recruiting , 
blacks for all job ‘levels, to 
hire sufficient black em- 
ployees to overcome the ef- 


fects of the alleged past 
discrimination, to provide 
transfer-and—promotion op- 
Portunities for blacks, and to 
compensate black employees 
and job applicants for the 
financiat_loss suffered as a 
of the 


result alleged 


discrimination.

CAMDEN, Ala. The Depart- 
ment .of Justice today 
charged the owners of two 
restaurants in Camden, Ala- 
bama, with discriminating 
against black patrons and 
white persons. accompanying 
blacks. 

Attorney General Richard 
G. Kleindienst said civil suits 
were filed in U.S, District 
Court in Mobile, Alabama, 
against the owners of the 
Wilcox re and 
Camden Cafe. 

Lawrence C. Gaston, 
owner of the Wilcox Motel- 
Restaurant, was charged with 
refusing to rent rooms and 
denying restaurant service to 


blacks and to whites in the 
company of blacks. 

John R. Hall, owner of 
Camden Cafe, was charged 
with maintaining separate 
eating facilities for black. and 
white patrons and refusing to 
serve blacks and whites in 
the company of blacks in the 
white. section of the 
restaurant. 

The suits asked for court 
orders enjoining the owners 
from refusing to serve blacks 
on the same basis as whites 
are served and requiring 
them to inform the public that 
their facilities are available to 
all persons.

In the period 1960-61 Cleveland © 
ranked 27th of the 32 districts in the 
County. Today it stands 16th on the 
list.

East Cleveland, now well over 50% 
black, dropped from 14th position to 
22nd., and wealthy Shaker Heights 
slipped from 3rd to 4th place.

Calling Judges' Hand 


The. Columbus Legal Aid Society, 
which was created for. the specific 
purpose of representing the poor in 
our courts, has carried its respon- 
sibility «a step further. As a result, 
more than 19 indigent persons con- 
victed and serving workhouse terms 
in violation of their constitutional 
rights were set free. 

The Legal Aid Society, staffed by 
young bright attorneys of the new 
breed, used a ruling of both the Ohio 
and U.S. Supreme Courts as a legal 
key to unlock the workhouse doors 
to the. convicted prisoners. 

The courts held that to keep a per- 
son in jail solely because he was 
unable to pay a fine imposed by a 
court denied that person the equal 
protection of laws guaranteed by the 
14th Amendment to the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 

Although both courts handed 
down the decision in 1971, Franklin 


County Municipal Court judges con- 


tinued to ignore the sweeping ruling 
until the long-haired, unconven- 
tionally dressed Legal Aid attorneys 
called their hand: 

Bringing the judges to the point of 
recognizing their constitutional 


snafu, was no easy matter. They~ 


resisted until forced to act bya writ 
PF aee corpus ij by a Com- 


mon Pleas Court Judge.

The exclusive or restricted Club mem- 
bership idea, is not new and, is practiced 
generally throughout the world by people - 
of all racial structures. 

Judith McCluskey,\in ‘her column in 
The Plain Dealer on this subject, said: ' 
“Maybe there is some-inborn,-uncon- 
trollable need for people to put up 
barriers to keep other people out.” 
Precisely, this is the purpose of private 
clubs, organizations or gangs. 

For years, all white college fraternities 
refused to accept Negro students into 
their membership. This-was was -why a 
group of Negro students at Cornell‘ Uni- 
versity founded the Alphia Phi Alpha 
fraternity for Negro students and 
why the Kappa Alpha Psi was founded at 
the University of Indiana. 

The late J. Findley Wilson,.during his 
many years as Grand Exalted r of 
the (IBPOE) Independent Protective 
der of Elks of the'World, inducted certain 
whites into the order for personal 
reasons.-While.one or two paid dues 
wore the regalia of the order, most of the 
whites regarded their affilation as mostly 
honorary. 

Negroes are not the only racial group 
denied membership in clubs or organiza- 
tions. For years the Union Club in 
Cleveland would not admit Jews. 
Although the Negro issue was never 
raised, because the high cost of a mem- 
bership, could have excluded most 
Negroes anyway. 

Club membership-in many cases is a 
desire on the part of the individual to 


have some kind of prestigious idéntifica- — 
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tion. This idea manifests itselt in small 
children right\in your own neighborhood. 
The “Little Scorpions” ofcomic_ strip 
fame, is a good illustration of this. 

In every city, there are numerous clubs 
or organizations that, in one way or 
another, practice exclusiveness. Mem- 
bership is restricted to persons who can 
qualify for a wide variety of reasons. 

The Ku Klux Kian is restrictive. So you 
can go right on down the -line to the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
who refused to even ipermit Marion An- 
derson to sing in its concert-hall in 
Wooninigton. \ This Ac prompted 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, whose husband 
was then President of the United States, 
to sponsor a free concert for Miss Ander- 
son on the steps (of the Lincoln 
Memorial which permitted many, many 
more thousands to hear this great singer. 

Yet, in the ancestry of Marion Ander- . 
son as well as thousands of Negroes, 
their participation in the American 
Revolution” entitles them without 
question to membership in the DAR. 

The Forty and—Eight,—a—military, 
organization that emerged from World 
-War_|_as.an_all.white.organization,.would.. 

admit-any-Negro-veteran-who served — 
in that war. A bitter and-tong fight was 
. waged to keep the Forty! and Eight from 
participating in American Legion con- 
ventions, but the effort failed. — 

For years, the American Legion itself. 
discriminated. in-all of its local chapters 
against Negro veterans. That's why 
separate posts for Negroes were 
originally set up. 

The Moose, case, ironically enough, 
grew out of the refusal of a bartender in 
the Harrisburg Moose Lodge's bar to 
serve & Negro member of the Penn- 
sylvania legislature who was the guest of 
a white member of the order. 5

They say that the recent concern over 
the use of drugs is because so many rich 
white’ kids have become hooked on the 
stuff, and that as long as it was primarily 
used by -poor blacks and some 
professional musicians the country 
wasn't too concerned about it. 


If it 
is, | can think:of a number of other 
Problems that we would love to pass on 
to rich white kids if that is the only 
reason the country will get alarmed over 
a problem. 

How about making all those rich white 
kids poor overnight? How about sending 
them out to look for jobs, and if need be 
to really get the country excited paint 
their faces black? 


| know this is being utterly factitious, 
and | know it wouldn't solve anything. 

And | am not sure that the fact that 
rich white kids and middle-class white 
kids are using drugs is the real reason 
the country is concerned. | am not so 


cerned, since very little progress has 
been made in stopping the use of the 
selling of narcotics ‘in any appreciable 
amount. 

It remains to be proven that rich white 
kids of middie class white kids were not 
primary users before. 

If narcotics are such a costly habit, 
how could the ghetto blacks ever 
afford such a habit. The recent figures 
indicate a cost of about $50 to $100 a 
day. There aren't that many poor blacks 
involved in that much illegal activity to 
bring them that much money a * 

Most black crimes until recently have 
been with meager stuff especially where 
money was concerned.

power bloc. He found his challenge was 
not an easy one, but there was enough 
encouraging signs coming out of that 
historic Black Political Convention. to 
keep-alive-the- possibility that this lofty 
goal may be realized. 

What has encouraged those who hope 
for realistic political black power has 
been the continuing increase in the num- 
ber of black public officials throughout 
the country, and particularly gratifying 
has been the number and calibre of 
black representatives now serving in the 
U.S. Congress. . 

But there still persists the tendency 
among black Americans to chop each 
other up in a quest for the top rung of 
the political ladder.

And, please let us. not contemplate 
what is going to happen. down in Miami 
Beach when the largest delegation. of 
Black politicos in recent history start in 
to jousting for power and recognition at 
the National Democratic Convention. 

Those black arms and legs you may 
view on television, scattered around the 
convention floor, are just as likely to be 
real as to be stage props, unless the 
Black Caucus can do enough pre- 
conventions caucusing to achieve a sem- 
blance of unity before the first Black 
brother heads for the band wagon.

Americans as well as to black: Africans - 
that this nation will not play ball with the

state. 

Private corporations that choose to an- 
swer the moral dilemma of profiting un-

can demonstrate the limits of their 
cooperation by appointing black 
Americans as managers of their. South 
African enterprises. They can also push 
the system to its limits by training native 
blacks for managerial posts and putting 
black and white workers on the same 
pay scale.

"There's a lot more that can be done 
even within the limits of the: rotting 
system, but our government and in- 
vestors should be aware first, of the 
terrible moral consequences of suppor- 
ting a system that thrives on semi-slavery

come to power, their actions today must 
be capable of facing harsh judgments.

CMACAO faces another critical test 
in its six year history of deménstrating 
the extent to which its organization is’ 
willing to bend to the demands of local 
people. We hope that the area re- 
sidents both north and south of E. 
Broad, will not be manipulated into a 
kind of conflict between the two areas 
and realize that despite the 3 percent 
cut, CMACAO still has the money to 
fund both centers.

Another Trip 


TO THE EDITOR: ' 


Thoughtful medical experts are warn- 
ing that the rapidly increased use of 
methadone may prove to be a prime 
example_of_how-offering-solutions to a 
problem that's not well understood may 
ultimatley lead to far more serious con- 
sequences than those in the problem it- 
self. One need only consider that the 
methadone “‘solution’’ must surely rein- 
force the ular illusion a drug can be 
a_ fast, cheap. and magical answer to 
complex human and social. problems. 

_The notion that methadone is a “bet- 
ter" drug than heroin may be viewed as 
having little to do with the actual pro- 
Perties of the two drugs as they're very 
similar! Heroin itself, wher first develop- 
ed at the turn of the century, was hailed 
by some physicians as a desirable sub- 
stitute for morphine in treating morphine 
addiction. 

And the claim there are virtually no ef- 
fects whatever from methadone are sim- 
ply untrue, From the admittedly scanty 
evidence available, it affects respiration, 
digestion, can cause sexuat- impotence, 
and somewhat abnormal reflex. actions. 


.Like other opiates, methadone dampens 


feeling, slows and reduces perception, 
alertness and responsiveness, and 
narrows the range of human experience, 
James Bladwin once observed that 
what kept Harlem quiet for many years 
was the combination of “Jesus and 
Junk.” Policy decisions are often made 
by officials who must-appear to be deal- 
ing with a problem of great concern to 
the public, even though they can't really 
attend to those very social conditions 
that create the problem. the methadone 
approach doesn't touch the roots of the 
drug problem which is inextricably 
bound up with current social inequities 
that create unbearable pain. Methadone 
permits the mere illusion of a solution. 
What is required are. profound changes 
in the professional and public understan- 
ding of the promotion and use of all 
choactive drugs

QUESTION: As a disabled Vietnam 
veteran, | get benefits from the Veterans 
Administration based on a 60 percent 
disability. Could | also get monthly 
social security checks on my disability? 


ANSWER: We can't give‘ you a definite — 


answer without knowing more about 
your;case because the social security 
disability program doesn’t-work the same 
way as the VA's, Social security pays 
benefits to insured workers.who are so 
severely disabled that they can't work for 
a year or more. Contact any social. 
surance benefits to get a decision on 
your particular case. 


QUESTION: 1 am receiving monthly 
social security benefits as a widow and 
I'd like to get married again. Will my 
social security benefits stop if | marry? 


ANSWER: Benefits continue for most 


widows who remarry after reaching 60. « 


However, the amount of your monthly 
benefits may change. Check with any 
social security_office for the answer on_ 
your specific case.

Claude DeBussy, the leading French 
composer of that time, borrowed the 
idea and wrote a ‘Cake Walk" still 
played by pianists. 

Not only ha8*sye"bfack man's music 
changed much in the American. fine 
arts world but his diction has done like- 
wise. Do you know one thing - white 
folks in all walks of life are beginning 
to say “You know?" = that phrase is 
used when the speaker runs out of 
words or thoughts. 

Edward Kennedy, ‘well versed’in. ex- 
cellent English, has adopted the 
(phrase. This is just a sample of the 
Americanization of our-language and-it 
has to be pointed out that the black 
man's influence has been very con- 
~spicuous in that development: 

The peculiarity about the black man’s 
mood is its diffusion :-- constantly shift- 
ing. Fhe characteristic comes out in his 
artistic expression forcibly. From his 
uncertainty of direction, his rhythms 
and notes patterns shift.in his home- 
-Spun music -and that uncertainty has 
become dominant in all modern com- 
posers. 

The black man did not set out to do 
it. He didnot go about trying to create 
something new in critique objection of 
=the old -- he just let his inner feelings 
out without contro! and discretion. Be- 
cause of this he has made a major con- 
-tribution to one of the lasting chapters 
in a nation’s growth in fine arts. This, 
no one can deny, It is great because of 
its purity sans studied approach. 


Most people are fascinated by twins, 
and | am sure most pregnant women 
think about the possibility. 

The odds are against it. A number of 
studiés have been made about the 
frequency of twins, and in the United 
States, it comes out that about 11 sets of 
twins are born in each 1,000 pregnan- 
cies, 

The studies reveal some other in- 
teresting facts. There appear to be four 
factors which help determine which 
mothers among the 1,000 will bear the 
twins. 

These factors are: her age, her race, 
the number of children-she-has- already 
borne, and her heredity. 

The mother under 20 is least likely to 
have twins, Her chances keep increasing 
as she gets older, until between the ages 
of 35 and 40 she is more _likely-to have 


twins than at any other age. In fact, her 


chances then are twice as great as they 
were before she was 20. 

There are noticeable racial differences 
in the incidence of twins. In the United 
States, among black women, there is one 
Set of twins born approximately every 73 
births; among white-women it is one set 
for approximately 93 births. In Japan, 
twins are much more uncommon. 
Japanese women have one set of twins 
for every 155 births, only half as often as 
American black women. 

Also, the chances ‘of twins increase 
with.each pregnancy. One study showed 
that the highest rate of twinning is with 
the sixth and later pregnancies : 

According to statistics, the person 
most likely to have twins is a black 
women, 35 to 40 years old, who already 
has six children; The least likely would 
be an Oriental woman, under 20 having 
her first baby. 

Heredity, the fourth factor; is impor- 
tant. If there. are twins either in the

As most people know, there are two 
kinds of twins. Fraternal twins result from 
two eggs being fertilized, There twins 
may be either both boys, both girls, or 
one of each, They may be quite different 
in size and appearance, just as non-twin 
brothers and sisters. Two thirds of all 
twins in the United States are fraternal, 

The second kind of twins are called 
identical: They result from a single egg 
being fertilized, then dividing neatly in 
two to grow as two embryos. They are 
always of the same. sex, always look 


alike, and will-not vary much- physically .. 


or mentally. Identical twins occur in one 
third of U.S. twin births. The occurrence 
of identical twins does not seem to be af- 
fected by age, race, number of pregnan- 
cies or heredity factors. . 

Do twins make any difference during 
pregnancy? They certainly do, requiring 
certain extra precautions. For one thing, 
they are born an average of three weeks 
earlier than single birth babies, and 
earlier births have added risks. Twins are 
usually smaller and\thinner. Twin babies 
average 5.3 pounds at birth, compared to 
7.6 pounds for single babies. 

When the doctor knows a woman is 
carrying twins, he wants to see her more 
often. She is more likely to have excess 
fluid in her tissues. She gains more 
weight. She is more likely to have 
anemia and iron pills, She will have to 
rest more during her pregnancy. 

Also, she is more likely to have com- 
plications-during pregnancy and at birth. 
And unless she has a good quantity of 
milk, she may not be able to nurse two 
babies. 

The mother of twins does have one ad- 
vantage. Often she has a fairly easy time 
during delivery. Nevertheless, during the 


. later stages of her pregnancy, she and 


her doctor do need to take extra care to 
steer her safely through to the day when 
she finds herself trying to decide on two 
names instead of one.
